HELL-BENT

“Ye will not come to me, that ye might have life.”—John 5:40. 


The Lord Jesus plainly tells us 
that the one real reason for any- 
one being unsaved is that he is not 
willing to be saved. He is delib- 
erately ‘“‘Hell-bent.” He simply 
WILL NOT be saved. 


In revival work, one hears many 
excuses as to why various people 
are unsaved. One will say, “There 
are too many hypocrites in the 
church.” Another, “I’m afraid I 
eannot hold out,” or, “I don’t feel 
like it,” etc. But the fact is, there 
is only one _  honest-to-goodness 
reason for anyone’s being unsaved. 
That one reason is given in our 
text in the words of Jesus Christ 
who said, “Ye will not come unto 
me that ye might have life.”’ Peo- 
ple are unsaved because they are 
not willing to come to Christ. 
They are deliberately unsaved, 
purposely away from Christ and 
Hell-bent! 


Salvation Is for All 


1. God predestines no one to be 
damned. 

Some time ago, I spoke one 
Sunday morning in a_ Baptist 
Church near Charleston, Llinois. 
The power of the Holy Spirit was 
felt in the entire service; it was 
a time of heart-searching, of re- 
pentance, of salvation. When the 
invitation was given to come for- 
ward publicly and claim Christ, 
seven came. It was a happy oc- 
easion and we rejoiced over those 
who had’ been saved. But when 
the service was dismissed and I 
was about to step down from the 
platform, a man with a Bible un- 
der his arm barred my way. 
“Look here,” he said to me stern- 
ly, “don’t you know you will be 
held accountable to God for the in- 
vitation you gave this morning? 
When you gave the invitation, you 
invited all the lost to come for- 
ward and be saved and seven 
eame. Now, what if some of them 
are predestined to go to Hell! 
Think how surprised they will be 
if they die and go to Hell when 
you have made them believe that 
they are now saved because they 
accepted Christ! You surely know 
that some people are predestined 
to be saved and some are predes-

tined to be lost and cannot be 
saved no matter what they do’! 

Now I know that there is a 
doctrine of predestination but I 
also know it does not contradict 
the clear teaching of the Bible 
that anyone may be saved who is 
willing to be saved. John 3:16, 
the best known verse in the Bible, 
plainly says “that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.” In 
John 6:37 Jesus said, “him that 
cometh to me I will in no wise 
cast out.” Hebrews 2:9 tells us 
that Jesus tasted death for “every 
man” and II Peter 3:9 tells us 
that God is “not willing that any 
should perish, but that all should 
come to repentance.” 


It certainly is clear, then, that 
anyone can be saved who is will- 
ing to be saved. No individual or 
special group of individuals has a 
corner on salvation. God loved 
the whole world so much that He 
provided a way of salvation for 
every single man and woman and 
boy and girl, and any person who 
is willing to be saved can be 
saved. 


Of course God knew there would 
be some who would reject Christ

news of every description, propa- 
ganda of every color, with the mul- 
titudinous periodicals, papers, 
magazines, secular and religious, 
of every kind and description, with 
the phantasmagoria of events so 
rapidly coming to pass before our 
eyes daily in this nightmare of a 
world, there is the temptation in 
religious service for everyone of 
us to spend our time in speaking, 
preaching about the mundane 
things of the earth. There is the 
matter of the communistic evil. 
There is the problem of juvenile 
delinquency. There are the bug- 
bears of modernism and liberalism. 
Personally, and I think you will 
agree with me, I feel that it is a 
waste of God’s good time. to stand 
up in the Church of the Open Door 
in Los Angeles, tearing a passion 
to tatters, preaching an entire ser- 
mon against modernism, when in 
any congregation, in the church, at 
any given service, there are not 
three modernists to be abused, to 
be straightened out. We certainly 
are not modernists here today. 
Whatever else we may be guilty 
of, no one in his right mind can 
accuse us of that defalcation, That 
is not our problem. That would be 
just putting up straw men, wast- 
ing our strength shadow boxing 
with them.

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must broadcast it to the ends of 
the earth, must give its sound in 
no uncertain terms to the four 
winds of the world. 


Yes, indeed, those who would 
spread out Christianity into all 
sorts of philosophic forms, accuse 
us fundamentalists of being ex- 
trémely narrow, too concentrated 
in our teachings. Well, there may 
be some truth in it, I do not know. 
However, this I do know: A high 
powered rifle is a mighty narrow, 
a mighty concentrated weapon. 
Those tremendous cannons on our 
enormous battleships, considering 
the awful death dealing power they 
have, are dreadfully narrow, dread- 
fully concentrated weapons. Phys- 
ics teaches us that narrowness, 
concentration, is the price of force. 
Psychology teaches that  nar- 
rowness, that concentration, that 
intensity, is the price of power. 
One cannot scatter one’s efforts: 
one cannot scatter one’s energies; 
one cannot scatter one’s thoughts; 
one cannot scatter one’s programs, 
one’s undertakings, one’s pursuits, 
and expect to accomplish very

A Home Missionary's Story

More than twenty years ago I 
Was engaged in evangelistic serv- 
ices in a rural area not far from 
Mineral Wells, Texas. I had sent 
word into that rural community 
that if they wanted me to come 
and preach they should make some 
provision for seating the people. 
An old backslider and a lost sin- 
ner agreed that the community 
needed gospel preaching. They 
called men together and prepared 
a brush arbor. Logs and stones 
were arranged so boards could 
be laid across them to make seats 
for the people. Gasoline lanterns 
were hung about to provide light, 
and a cottage reed organ was 
borrowed to help the music. God 
gave a gracious revival in that 
little community, the half-dead 
church was revived, and twenty- 
eight new converts were baptiz- 
ed, 

The county missionary, Brother 
Kykendahl, came to visit a service 
of this revival. 

He was employed by an as- 
sociation of Baptist churches to go 
about strengthening weak chur- 
ches, preaching in school houses, 


doing the work of a colporter and 
winning souls. A godly and love- 
able man was this Brother Kyken- 
dahl. He enjoyed the services and 
gave a wonderful testimony to the 
people which I want to relate to 
you here, the best I can remem- 
ber it. 

One day Mr. H. Z. Duke, Bap- 
tist layman and dime store mer- 
chant-prince, saw Mr. Kykendahl 
and said to him, 

“Brother Kykendahl, do you 
preach tithing in your county mis- 
sion work ?” 

“Yes, I do,” said Brother Ky- 
kendahl. “I certainly believe in 
tithing. It is taught in the Bible.” 

“That is good!” saiqd Mr. Duke, 
the Christian layman. “I am glad 
that you believe in tithing and 
preach it. Now, do you practice it 
yourself ?” 

That was a pretty serious qes- 
tion, and Brother Kykendah] had 
to answer, “No, I am sorry to say 
that I do not tithe. I find i im- 
possible under the circumstances. 
I have thirteen children. There are 
fifteen of us to sit down at the

Back To Jesus For 
Our Message

much in the things of this world. 
It holds just as true, even more so, 
in the activities of the kingdom of 
God. Study your church history. 
Leaf the pages of your church bi- 
ography. .-What do you find? 
Every outstanding preacher, every 
outstanding theologian, every out- 
standing Christian of the ages, has 
been a concentrated Christian, con- 
centrated to the narrow limits of 
the gospel, to the will of God. We, 
too, have absolutely no right to be 
broad, to be broadened out in our 
beliefs, in our living, in our 
preaching. We, too, must be as 
narrow as the pages of this Holy 
Book, 

There is only one story in this 
Bible. It is not the story of the 
sun. It is not the story of the 
moon. It is not the story of the 
stars. It is not the story of the 
creation of the world. It is not, as 
someone has well said, written to 
teach us how the heavens go, but 
how to go to Heaven. It is only 
and solely the story of the Son 
of God coming into the world to 
save us from our sins. The only 
reason for the existence of Chris- 
tianity, all of Christianity, our re- 
ligion in-its entirety, whether it is 
in schools, in churches, in mis- 
sions, in stewardship, in confer- 
ences, in conventions, in evange- 
lism, in persona] witness bearing, 
in giving of our means; the only 
purpose I repeat, the only reason 
for the existence of Christianity, 
is to lift aloft the Christ of God, 
to tell the story of the crucified, 
buried, resurrected Redeemer of 
all mankind. 

It was Charles Haddon Spurgeon 
who said: “My practice has been 
to take a text anywhere in the 
Bible where the Holy Spirit may 
lead me, then just go across coun- 
try as fast as I can to Christ and 
the cross.” It has been my glo- 
rious privilege to hear the out- 
standing preachers, pastors, evan- 
gelists of this nation, and some 
from other nations. I have heard 
them from the shores of New Eng- 
land to smiling California, from 
frozen Canada on the north to 
golden Florida on the south. My 
experience with them has been 
this: they all preach the same mes- 
sage. They do not have the same 
text. They do not have the same 
outlines. They do not all have the 
same minutae in theology. But 
their message is absolutely the 
same, Christ and Him crucified. 
When you have heard one of these 
outstanding soul-winners, you have 
the essence of the rest of them. 
When you hear them in January 
you have heard them in February, 
in March, in April, during the rest 
of the year. No matter what the 
subject they start out with, be- 
fore the message is over, they are 
pressing upon you the claims of 
the crucified, risen Son of God. My 
own humble life, everything that I 
am, everything that I have, is 
based on one verse of Scripture: 
“And I, if I be lifted up from the 
earth will draw all men unto me.” 
I am sorely afraid that one of the 
reasons so many of us are not hav- 
ing greater ingatherings of souls, 
that one of the reasons our people 
are not superbly separated unto 
God is because we preach about 
and teach about everything else in 
the world, thus robbing ourselves 
of the central, saving message. 

With that as a background, may 
we study together this thought, 
“Back to Christ for the Message.” 
In my testimony to you this day, 
there are three or four points I 
should like to impress upon your 
souls, as the Holy Spirit of God 
has impressed them upon mine. 
First, there is the sameness of the 
message. Second, there is the cer- 
tainty of the message. Third, there 
is the suitability of the message. 
Fourth, there is the simplicity of 
the message. 

The Sameness of the Message 

Consider then, the sameness of 
the message, Other philosophies 
have changed. The philosophy of 
Plato—who studies it now? The 
philosophy of Socrates — who 
talks about that now? The 
philosophy of Aristotle is basical- 
ly the same as our philosophy to- 
day. However, as far as its ampli- 
fications are concerned, they have 
been outthought, outmoded, out- 
lived. Besides that, these are the 
pursuits of dilettantes in some 
scholastic halls. The common man 


is miles away from these thinkers 
of the long ago. Jesus Christ is 
the same as He has been through 
the ages. His message is just as 
practical, just as effective today 
as it ever has been. The schools 
have not outthought it. The phil- 
osophers have not outvoted it, It 
is still the basic program for the 
relationships of men to men, as in- 
dividuals, in societies, as nations, 
as a world, for time and eternity. 

Other plans and man made pro- 
grams have gone by the board. We 
have entirely different systems of 
government. We have totally dif- 
ferent systems of economics. We 
have generally different systems of 
national and international regula- 
tions. Think of the improvement 
in transportation. Study the ad- 
vance in education, The textbooks 
of one year are outwritten by the 
textbooks by the next freshmen 
class. The gospel, the old time 
gospel, is still the power of God 
unto salvation to every one that 
believeth, to the Jew first, and 
also to the Gentile. It is still 
God’s inerrant, unchangeable, es- 
sential word both to the learned 
and to the unlearned, both to the 
rich and to the poor, both to the 
civilized and to the uncivilized. 

Other people have changed. The 
combination that makes up Amer- 
ica, the people of the United 
States, the land that we call the 
melting pot of the nations, has 
produced a race of people, and I 
speak very advisediy when I say 
“race,” that is different in its 
characteristics from that of any 
other people that ever has been or 
is now upon this earth. Cross over 
the border into neighboring Can- 
ada. You will find that in many 
ways you are as if you were on 
an entirely different continent, in 
an entirely different environment. 
Cross over the border into equally 
neighboring Mexico. How differ- 
ent it is out there. Then, cross 
over the Atlantic, or the Pacific. 
Go to Russia, to Germany, to Eng- 
land, to China, to Japan, to Aus- 
tralia. You will find that America 
is peculiar and peculiarly different 
from the rest of them. The Ger- 
mans are different from the 
French, The French differ from 
the Italians. The Italians are at 
loggerheads with the Spaniards. 
The Germans of today are an en- 
tirely different breed from the 
Germans of severa!] hundred years 
ago. The Russians of today seem 
to be majoring on getting as far 
away as they can from the Rus- 
sians of fifty years: ago. The 
Americans of today are entirely at 
variance with the Puritaris who 
settled the rock-bound coasts of 
England. Jesus Christ is the same 
yesterday, today, and forever. He 
is the same for all the peoples, for 
all the nations, for all the earth, 
for all time and eternity. 

The second thing about the 
sameness of this message ig that it 
is the same for the pastor, for the 
missionary, for the evangelist, for 
the Sunday school teacher, for the 
personal witness bearer, for every 
other Christian im al) this earth. 
Permit an humble illustration. I 


have my ideas on how to reach 
the Jews for the Lord Jesus Christ. 
The Holy Spirit, in His great pow- 
er and mercy, has seen fit to honor 
my poor efforts. Many of them 
have been converted in these re- 
vival meetings, especially in these 
city-wide revival meetings. That 
is one reason why I am so definite- 
ly, whole-heartedly for them. The 
Jews will not come very often to 
one church, but they will follow 
the crowds to some great neutral 
auditorium. I have the honor of 
being the president of the national, 
the international new organization, 
the American Association for Jew- 
ish Evangelism. It has been my 
experience that the same gospel 
used of God to convert the Gen- 
tiles must be preached to the Jews, 
not some other or some other 
kind of a gospel. 


Go, talk to Jews about Hezekiah. 
They do not know, many of them, 
much about this great king of 
their antiquity. You quote to them 
Isaiah. A great majority will not 
know what you are talking about. 
I have heard them argue, They 
have called me, poor me, every 
kind of a dirty, filthy, rotten, mis- 
begotten name they could lay their 
tongues to. They have criticized 
the outstanding preachers and 
Christian leaders of America. 
They have criticized our churches. 
They have lashed at our re- 
ligion. None of our institutions 
has escaped their bitterness. But 
I have never heard a decent Jew, 
for that matter any Jew, say any- 
thing against the Lord Jesus 
Christ. I’m not saying it to de- 
fend them. That is my experienced 
testimony. I know more Jews than 
all of you in this crowd put to- 
gether. Oh, yes, there are some 
wicked, cheating, lying, stealing 
Jews in the world. The majority 
of them are just about the same 
as the majority of the Gentiles, I 
say this advisedly. A good Jew, 
an honest, Jew, an intelligent Jew. 
a thinking Jew, knows that there 
is no fault to be found with, no 
criticism to be lavished against 
the Son of God. 


Take another illustration. Thank 
God, our fundamentalist mission- 
aries are not of this stand. They 
tell us, these liberals do, that it is 
up to us to go out yonder to those 
| foreign lands, to hold round table 
discussions with the peoples of the 
Orient, to borrow philosophic sug- 
gestions out of their religion, in 
order to give them a kind of white- 
washed, compromised Christianity. 
My friends, that is not true. The 
only gospel that can win the Hin- 
dus to Jesus Christ is the story of 
sin and salvation written in the 
blood of His heart on Calvary’s 
cross. If you have won them by 
some other message, you have not 
brought them to a regeneration 
experience. You are just helping 
them on to a devil’s Hell. There is 
only one gospel that will win the 
Russians. That is the message of 
Christ and Him crucified. So, I 
believe that I have a right to in- 
sist, wheresoever the Holy Spirit 
may lead you to bear witness to 
Christianity, let it be the same 
old message that Paul the apostle 
preached, when like a fire brand 
he swept up and down the Medi- 
terranean region. 


The Certainty of the Message 


We hasten on now to think about 
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the certainty of the message. Do 
we have good reasons to believe it 
in this day and time? Has it shown 
itself to be true to our conditions 
and needs? Is this message out- 
moded, outlived? Has it lost its 
pristine power and vigor? Was it 
all right for our superstitious fore- 
fathers, as one man told me the 
other day, but is it all wrong for 
this age of enlightenment, of so- 
called scientific achievement? The 
same facts, the same factors, the 
same forces, the same principles, 
the same doctrines, the same rock- 
ribbed truths that made Paul the 
apostle believe that Jesus was the 
Son of God are our proofs also. We 
need have no hesitation about sub- 
mitting them to the closest scru- 
tiny of this day and time. They 
have withstood the analysis of the 
ages. The onslaught of philoso- 
phers has but worn out the ham- 
mers of criticism, while the anvil 
of God’s truth remains unmoved, 
unshaken, unchanged. 


First, this Jesus was anointed, 
was commissioned of God, His Fa- 
ther, to come into the world, to 
take upon Himself the flesh of a 
man, to bear in His own precious 
body the sins of an entire lost 
world. He was delegated of God. 
He did not come of Himself. He 
was not brought into the picture 
by the Jews. The Jewish nation 
had no more to do with Him than 
did the Gentile nations. Mary had 
no more to do with Him than any 


: 


other woman of that day and time, 
except that she was the favored 
receptacle for God’s holy seed. Jo- 
seph had no more to do with Him 
than Judas Iscariot. It is true that 
He was born of Mary. It is true 
that He was born of the Jews. It 
was God who created His sub- 
stance in the womb of the virgin. 


It was God who sent Him into the 
world. He Himself said that “My 
doctrine is not Mine but His that 
sent Me. If any man will do His 
will, he shall know of the doctrine 
whether it be of God, or whether 
I speak of Myself.” He did die on 
the bitter cross for the sins of a 
dying world, The cross is a his- 
toric transaction. Hear me as I 
hasten on. 


One reason Jesus Christ died on 
the cross was for persons like me. 
Perhaps I eat too much. Perhaps 
I am just too dull of apprehen- 
sion. Perhaps’my aesthetic sensi- 
bilities are not sharp enough. I 
am not very metaphysical. I have 
to have something to grip on to 
in this day of terror. In this day 
of stress, of distress, of disheart- 
enment; in this day when it seems 
all Hell has been let loose upon the 
world, thank God for the physical, 
actual, historic cross of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. You say, “What do 
you mean?” My fi.ends, I mean 
that the cross of the Lord Jesus 
Christ is a physical something that

no one can deny or gainsay. 

The devil comes to me, as he 
does to all of you, saying, tempt- 
ing, “God does not love you. God 
does not love the world. If God 
loved you; if God loved the world, 
six million Jews would not have 
died the horrible deaths of the 
eoncentration camps and the cre- 
matoriums, There would not have 
been the Hitler. There would not 
have been any Mussolini. There 
would not have been any Tojo, and 
Japanese atrocities. If God is 80 
good, as you say He is, there would 
not have been more than two hun- 
dred and sixty thousand American 
boys throwing away their lives in 
the last cataclysm of war.” My 
heart begins to tremble within me 
as the devil presses his doubts 
upon it. The Holy Spirit comes to 
my help. Closing my eyes, I re- 
member the hill outside Jerusa- 
lem’s gate. Once again I see the 
blood-stained cross. Once again I 
hear the thud of the cruel nails 
driven into those precious hands 
and feet. Once again I face that 
thorn crowned head. There wells 
up in my soul the cry, “Devil, you 
lie. Jesus is the Son of God. He 
died for my sins, If there were 
ten thousand Hitlers; if every Jew 
in the world had been killed; if 
twenty million Americans had died, 
in the face of the blood-stained 
cross, I should still go on believ- 
ing that God loves me, else why 
did He send His Son to die for my 
sins? 

There is historic assurance of 
the death of Jesus Christ. There 
is historic proof that He was raised 
from the dead. The resurrection 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, Gods’ at- 
testation to our justification, is a 
proof positive that the message of 
Jesus is the eternal message for a 
needy world, that we do not have 
to look anywhere else for guidance 
in this matter. 


The resurrection is God’s receipt 
for Calvary. It is the proof be- 
yond proof, above all proof, to the 
suitability, the sufficiency of our 
message. So it is, Hear me again. 
The first thing I know, you will 
think I am bragging about the 
fact that I am a Jew. That is not 
the case. I am merely using: my 
Jewishness as an argument, Listen 
earefully, I do not have time to 
develop this thought. If it were a 
bunch of idolatrous heathens, if it 
were a bunch of superstitious ig- 
moramuses who had taken up the 
story of Jesus being the Son of 
God, we should have a right to 
questiOh* it. But it was Jews, 
fierce, monotheistic Jews, Jews 
who are definitely against the 
thought of any plurality of Gods, 
Jews who would have shed their 
blood before worshipping an idol, 
Jews, who first began to preach 
that they had seen Jesus Christ 
raised from the dead, Even at 
that, there is a further thought. 
You might fool Peter. He might 
not have known any better. He was 
an ordinary fisherman, He might 
not have known any better. There 
was nothing intellectually out- 
standing about him. You say to 
me, where do you get all this the- 
ory? It is a tradition that the 
gospel of Mark was written at 
Peter’s dictation, Many Jews in 
that day could neither read nor 
write although they knew entire 
pages of their Scriptures by heart. 
Many Jews today can neither read 
mor write. My grandfather was in 
the lumber business in Russia. He 
was absolutely illiterate. He could 
neither write nor read a word in 
any man’s language. He knew the 
Bible, that is the Jewish Scriptures, 
thoroughly. He had heard it read 
and studied all the days of his life. 
I’ve known my grandfather to re- 
site pages of the Psalms by heart. 
Bt may have been the same way 
with Peter. One might have fooled 
James, John, Jude, Bartholomew. 
Matthew might have been beguiled. 
He himself was not anything ex- 
traordinary, selling his honor, his 
nationality, his decency for the 
filthy gold of the Roman publicans, 
The story of the resurrection might 
have misguided the rest of the 
apostles, 


But, beloved, it eould certainly 
mot fool a man like Paul. He was 
an intellectual giant. He had more 
‘learning than all the rest of the 
original band put together. He 
knew about everything about the 
Jewish religion that it was possi- 
ble for a man to know. He knew 
his limitations. He knew his short- 
eomings. He knew the advantages 
‘and the disadvantages of Judaism. 


He. knew what, God, required, of 
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him. He knew what God taught 
him. He had been a diligent stu- 
dent. His mind was trained. He 
was as keen as a razor blade. Yet, 
this same Paul believed and 
preached the resurrected Son of 
God 


Still thinking about the certain- 
ty of our message, what shall I 
say about the fact, what shall I 
say further about the tremendous, 
historic, proved fact, that for nine- 
teen hundred years this resurrect- 
ed Jesus Christ has been saving 
the souls of men, has been regen- 
erating their hearts and lives. You 
and I, all of us, Know men preach- 
ing the gospel today who were 
saved in jail, who are saved 
drunkards, who are regenerated 
libertines. I myself have seen har- 
lots, courtezans, walk the aisles in 
revivals, bow at the altar of God, 
give their hearts to Jesus Christ. 
You will find them princesses in 
Israel, serving the Lord and their 
generation in the beauty of holi- 
ness. Nobody but the Christ of God 
could do things like that. In the 
face of these matchless proofs, I 
unhesitatingly recommend to you 
the certainty of the message. We 
have every reason in the world to 
believe it, 

Who among us has not heard the 
classic illustration of the infidel 
coming to a great mining town in 
one of our western states, an- 
nouncing he was going to tell why 
the Bible was not the Word of 
God, why Jesus was not the Son of 
God, why there even was not any 
such thing as God, any such being 
as God. The people came out to 
hear him, some quite interested, 
most out of curiosity. They list- 
ened to him night after night for 
five long nights. On the fifth night, 
finishing his message, he stepped 
to the front of the platform to 
say, “You see how carefully and 
truthfully I have proved to you 
by unanswerable arguments that 
Jesus is not the Son of God, that 
the Bible is not the Word of God, 
that there is no God. You may go 
out from here now free, absolutely 
free. You do not have to believe 
in a thing that you cannot see and 
feel. Do not go to church anymore. 
Do not pay the preacher. It is all 
old folks’ tales.” Before he had fin- 
ished, there stood up to his feet 
in that congregation a heavy hand- 
ed miner, cleanly dressed, cleanly 
shaved, yet withal a common man. 
Lifting his voice so that everyone 
in the crowd could hear him, he 
cried out, 

“Mister, may I say a word?” 

“Yes,” said the infidel, “gladly. 
What is your word? Come up 
here and say it.” 

“No, I do not need to go up 
there. I can say it from here. 
Brother, you have been telling us 
that Jesus Christ was a myth, that 
Christianity is a myth. I do not 
have any education. I do not know 
what a myth is. What I want you 
to tell me is this. What I want 
you to answer is this. Five years 
ago I was a dead drunkard, Five 
years ago I was a gambler. Five 
years ago I was a lustful adulterer. 
Five years ago every job I got, I 
was fired from it, Five years ago 
my wife and my children were 
afraid of me. Five years ago my 
home was a wreck, in a wretched 
condition. A man came to this 
town, He couldn’t talk as you can. 
He didn’t have your gift of speech. 
He had one message. He cried out 
to us that Jesus could save us from 
our sins. His message touched my 
heart. I accepted Jesus Christ as 
my personal Saviour. I was saved. 
My wife has good clothes, My 
children are clean, I have a good 
job, a comfortable home. Once 
again I have the respect of my 
fellow citizens. What a myth is, I 
do not know. But, brother, I'll take 
my chances with Jesus Christ.” 

This preacher will take his 
chances with the Son of God also. 
I too will take my chances with 
Him Who loved me, Who died for 
me, Who is now interceding for 
me, I am going to trudge the 
steep incline up to Heaven, bearing 
the cross of separation, of service, 
of suffering. If I find there isn’t 
any such thing as Heaven at the 
end of the journey, I still will have 
no regrets because I shall have 
had a good time trying to get 
there anyway. I should have had a 
great deal better time than the 
drunkard, than the gambler, than 
the racketeer, than the crook, than 
the lascivious person, With all my 
soul, I unhesitatingly recommend 
the same program to every one of 
you within the sound of my voice. 
The Sufficiency and the Suitability 

of the Message 


We continue on now to think 
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about the sufficiency, the suitabil- 
ity of that message. Here is in- 
volved not only the sameness of 
our gospel, not only the certainty 
of it, but also the sufficiency of it, 
the universal suitability of it. 
First, there is enough of it for 
all of us. We do not have to fret 
about its ever being exhausted. 
Our money may give out. Our 
health may give way. Our eyes 
may grow dim. There is this pecu- 
liarity about our message of sal- 
vation. The more we give of it to 
the other man, the more we have 
of it for ourselves. Thank God a 
thousand times over for this super- 
lative truth. Christianity, the 
gospel, salvation, multiplies by di- 
vision. We grow rich by giving it 
away; by scattering it broadcast. 
The more we scatter of it, the 
more there is for us to scatter. 

Then there is the matter of its 
suitability. It is suitable for the 
rich man. It is suitable for the 
poor man. It is suitable for the 
beggar man, It is suitable for the 
king, for the queen, for the presi- 
dent, for the philosopher, for the 
ignoramus. It is suitable for the 
American, for the European, for 
the Asiatic, for the African, for 
the man from the islands of the 
sea. It is suitable for the Jew. 
It is “infinitely suitable for the 
Gentile, It is suitable for the 
young. It is suitable for the old. 

The great Dr. J. B. Tidwell came 
to our seminary to talk to us out 
of his wonderful experience. He 
told us a story, whether about him- 
self or someone else, I do not know. 
A certain preacher had a boy who 
was converted and joined the 
church when he was barely seven. 
A little after his tenth birthday 
he took sick with a mortal ill- 
ness. No doctor seemingly could 
cure him. One day the family phy- 
sician came to tell the father that 
in the next few hours the boy 
would surely die. The father walk- 
ing into the room with the doctor, 
sat down on a chair across the 
bed from where his wife was sit- 
ting. Taking the small boy’s hand 
in his own larger hand, gently, 
weepingly he broke out, 

“Son, I have some terrible news 
for you, You are going to leave 
Daddy and Mother. You are going 
to be with Jesus. You are not going 
to be with us any more.” 

The boy studied for a long min4 
ute. He was quite sick. His mind 
was not working very fast. Both 
mother and father were openly 
weeping, Raising himself on his 
small elbow, smiling up into the 
face of his preacher daddy, turning 
then to his mother to smile up at 
her, the boy spoke. “Daddy, Ma- 
ma, don’t cry. I am not afraid 
to die. Iam a Christian. I am go- 
ing to Heaven. When I get to 
Heaven I am going to tell Jesus 
that you told me about Him, how 
you prayed for me, how you led me 
to accept Him as my Saviour.” 

Yes, indeed, this message of 
eternal life is good for the young, 
acceptable for the old, It is good 
to live by. It is good to die by. 
It will do when we stand facing 
God at the judgment, It will fur- 
nish a bridge across the pit of 
Tophet. It will be the golden key 
into the realms of the blessed. It 
is going to engrave our names on 
the door plate of a mansion in 
glory. The past will be taken care 
of by it. The present will not stop 
it or negate it. The future in it 
will be as bright to us as the lov- 
ing face of God mirrored in the 
heart of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

I heard another preacher tell a 
wonderful story, whether his own 
experience or something he had 
heard, I know not. The wife of a 
certain pastor, a good loyal, con- 
secrated, separated, God-serving 
Christian, took sick. It is hard for 
me to understand why God should 
take His servants, such as that 
woman, away from us when we 
need them so badly. Perhaps in 
Heaven I shall understand the 
mystery. The doctors told her very 
plainly that she would never get

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up from her bed, It was a linger- 
ing illness. She knew, the rest of 
them knew, that short of a miracle 
of grace there was no hope for her. 
Toward the end of the time a dark- 
ness of sorrow settled upon her 
soul. She began to be afraid of 
dying. No, do not misunderstand 
me. She was not afraid of death. 
She was afraid of the experience of 
dying. She was not at all con- 
cerned of what would happen be- 
yond the grave, knowing that her 
name was in the Lamb’s Book of 
Life, that she was glory bound. 
She was afraid of the article of 
dissolution. She was afraid of the 
agony of the process of dying. She 
was afraid of the torment, of the 
uncertainty, of the mystery of dy- 
ing. You come and tell me that 
you’re not afraid to die and I will 
not believe you know what you are 
talking about. All of us are afraid 
of that grim specter, that reaper 
who is coming for everyone of us 
at the end of our earthly journey, 
unless the Lord Jesus Christ comes 
first. 

There was seemingly nothing the 
husband could do to comfort his 
wife. There was nothing the gra- 
cious Christian doctor could do. 
There was nothing the friends, the 
loved ones, the family could do. 
They were seemingly unable to 
take the mind of the woman off of 
her_condition. She was weeping 
herself. into misery, not only for 
herself, but everybody else. One 
morning, as was his custom, her 
husband came into her room, bent 
over the bed, kissed her. She 
smiled at him. Her face was calm. 
There were no tears that morning. 
She was bright, sunny. She kissed 
him again, hung on to him. 

After a while, she said, “Darling, 
I’m not afraid to die any longer.” 

“Well,” he said, 
what happened ?” 


“Last night,” she went on, “I 
had a dream. I dreamed that I 
died. I dreamed that I stood on the 
shore of chilly Jordan, I dreamed 
that I saw the furies of Heaven, of 
earth, of Hell, lash the elements 
into a frenzy. I dreamed that the 
sound of the wind was like the 
howling of the disembodied spirits 
in the pit of the damned. I 
dreamed that I saw the waves lash 
up and lick up the skies as if 
they would swallow up God Him- 
self. I saw those mad whitecaps 
race across the tide, come slash- 
ing almost to my body, to retreat, 
to dash forward again in their 
thundering array. Standing there, 
trembling with fear, with uncer- 
tainty, with doubt, the darkness of

the pit took hold of my soul. All# 


of a sudden, in the midst of the 
worst part of that storm, I saw 
a light approaching me, coming 
closer and closer with every pass- 
ing minute, It seemed that where- 
ever the light came, the waters 
quieted down, the wind subsided, 
the elements grew peaceful. As the 
light approached me, after a while 
I saw that it was a small boat. In 
that boat, seated quietly, without 
using oars or rudder, was a figure, 
a shining, white, brilliant, glitter- 
ing raimant robed figure. Where- 
ever the boat and the figure 
passed, the elements quieted down, 
the waters grew peaceful, the en- 
tire scene became calm . The boat 
grated the shore at my feet. The 
figure stood up. I seemed to rec- 
ognize my Saviour. He stretched 
out His hand to me to say, “Child, 
where is your faith?. I walked 
with you, and talked with you, I 
abode in your heart while you were 
on earth. I am not going to let 
you walk through the valley of the 
shadow of death alone.” 

Thank God, that is the truth, I 
believe it will be something like 
that when our time comes to cross 
from this life into the life to come. 
The Lord Jesus Christ who loved 
us enough to pay such a price for 
our salvation loves us enough to 
see to it that we do not have to go 
through the valley of the shadow 
of death, with its mysteries, with 
its misgivings, with its hobgoblins, 
mostly imaginary, all by our- 
selves. Either He or His comfort- 
ing angel will be right there with 
us every step of the way. 

My eight-year-old boy is still a 
bit afraid of the dark, Conse- 
quently I would not send him to 
the store by himself. I would not 
send that little seven-year-old baby 
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daughter of mine out into any 
sort of a storm by herself. If I 
were there, if they had to go 
through the lashing rain, Daddy 
would .be right there by their lit- 
tle sides, doing everything in his 
power to keep them from becom: 
ing frightened, from growing 
alarmed, let alone from being hurt 
by the elements, Indeed and in- 
deed, the message is sufficient and 
suitable for everyone of us. 


My last word concerns itself 
with the simplicity of the message. 
Thank God, this is something for 
which we must all be eternally 
grateful, especially those of us 
who are engaged in active minis- 
tering work in the kingdom of 
God. If we do not have access to 
the great theological libraries, or 
other stacks of books; if we do 
not have extraordinary education, 
great talent, unusual ability, we 
can at least stand up to cry, “God 
so loved the world, that He gave 
His only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in Him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” 
God will do the rest. The message 
is simple because it is contained 
right here in the pages, between 
the covers of this book. You do 
not have to be a scientist; you 
do not have to be a great theolo- 
gian; you do not have to be an ex- 
traordinarily talented author, word 
painter. All you really need to do 
is to have the Holy Spirit’s guid- 
ance. With Him, you are the peer 
of college presidents, of the might- 
iest Bible scholars who have ever 
graced our lands. The message of 
salvation is wide open, easily dis- 
coverable by all and to all. 

Not only is this message under- 
standable by all, but it is effective 
for all. I have said enough about 
that in my other points. We do 
not have to change it for the 
Jew. We do not have to change 
it for the Gentile. We do not have 
to preach one message in the east 
and another in the west. We do 
not have to preach one theme to 
the Canadians, another to the Tex- 
ans, another to the folks here in 
Los Angeles. No, the same gospel 
preached by the Apostle Paul out 
yonder in his days around the 
Mediterranean basin; the same 
gospel that drew his multitudes, 
that brought out tens of thousands 
to hear George Whitfield plead the 
case of the Lord Jesus Christ, the 
cause of salvation; the same gos- 
pel that shook the English-speak- 
ing world under the impact of 
Charles Haddon Spurgeon; the 
same gospel that D. L. Moody 
brought to bear upon two great 
countries, is your gospel and mine. 
Billy Sunday found out that it was 
so, Tented Gipsy Smith preached 
that one story around the globe. 
It is the same old story of the love 
of God, of the death of Christ, of 
the mighty miracle of the resur- 
rection. The cry in every one of 
our souls ought to be, “Point them 
to God in the Lord Jesus Christ.” 


Our Commission Is From God 


The preachers of the gospel, we 
witnesses of the cross, have our 
commission from God. I have left 
this point until the last because it 
is unqualifiedly the best, the most 
important. I say again, we have 
our,.commission from God, It is not 
to preach current events, nor or- 
ganization, nor legislation, not 
even temperance, essential as that 
is. Our ministry it to preach 
Christ and Him cruicified. Hear 
me! Perhaps some of you are Ar- 
menians. You believe in falling 
from Grace. Some others here are 
Calvinists, These do not believe 
in the possibility of falling away 
from the Lord. Of course, many 
Calvinists persistently practice this 
truth. But when it comes to a 
showdown, however, there is not 
too much difference between us. 
There are all sorts, shades, de- 
grees of millennialists among us. 
Some of us are for pre-millennial- 
ism. Some of us are for post-mil- 
lennialism. I could develop our 
minute distinctions from now un- 
til the Lord comes. You will all 
agree with me, whatever state of 
opinions you may hold on other 
matters, on this one proposition, 
that, be we Arminians, Calvinists, 
premilliennial, postmillennial, Bap- 
tists, Methodists, Presbyterians, 
non-denominationals, what this 
wide world needs most of all, what 
it may have, what it can have, 
what we must offer to it, is Christ 


Jesus and Him crucified, We can 
all unite on this one transcendent, 
tremendous proposition. That’s 
why we can all unite in these city- 
wide, these group-wide revivals, 
and have a wonderful time togeth- 
er, as the Holy Spirit of God uses 
us to win these multitudes to a 
saving knowledge of the Son of 
God, Yes, beyond anything else, 
above everything else, before 
everything else, God has sent us 
out to preach salvation through 
the shed blood of God’s only begot- 
ten Son. The world is dying for 
it. The world is needing it, 


That is the message we have for 
it. We point them to the Lamb 
of God which taketh away the sin 
of the world. We tell them about 
the agony of Calvary. We remind 
them of the shed blood poured out 
without stint for their redemption 
We offer them conviction, conver-- 
sion, confidence, courage, corona- 
tion on the terms of the blood writ- 
ten, blood proved, blood proffered 
gospel. The whole wide world con- 
sciously or unconsciously is wait- 
ing with bated breath for us to go 
with this story. That is what man- 
kind wants and needs, the face of 
God in the sacrifice of the Lord 
Jesus Christ.

Mr. Duke 
was impressed with Brother Ky- 
kendahl and wanted him to have 
the joy and pleasure of trusting 
God and proving God with a life of 
faith and obedience in the matter 
of tithing. 

So the merchant said to the 
home missionary: 

“Brother Kykendahl, I want you 
to have the great pleasure and joy 
that comes from tithing. I see 
that it is a serious matter to sup- 
port a family of fifteen on $125 
per month. But I will help you. I 
want you to promise me#you will 
set out today to tithe that small 
salary. Give at least $12.50 per 
month. Keep careful account of 
all you give. Then if you ever get 
in trouble, simply write me a note 
and say, ‘Brother Duke, I have 
been giving my tithe to the Lord 
but I have seriously missed it and 
I need the money I have given’. 
And by return mai] I will send you 
my check for al] the money you 
have given which you miss and 
need for your family. Are you 
willing to take me up on that 
proposition and risk me to see that 
you do not lose by tithing ?” 


Brother Kykendahl stopped to 
eonsider. Here was a rich man, 
with money in the bank, with 
thousands of dollars at his dispos- 
al every month to use as he should 
see fit. And not only was Mr. Duke 
able to repay anything that Mr. 
Kykendahl might give, but he was 
thoroughly reliable and an honest 
Christian brother. If Brother Duke 
promised, then he would certainly 
make up any loss, one could cer- 
tainly depend on him. 

With all this in mind, Brother 
Kykendahl answered, “Yes, Broth- 
er Duke, I will take you up on 
your proposition. I will set out 
to give a tithe of my income, poor 
as it is, and I promise now to let 
you know any time I find that I 
am really in need of the money I 
have given to the Lord’s cause. I 
know you have the money in the 
bank. I know you will keep your 
promise, I can rely upon you, and 
relying on you I will now give my 
tithe to God with a free heart, 
knowing that you will see I do not 
suffer and that my family is not 
deprived of actual necessities by 
my giving of the tithe”. 

As Brother Kykendahl told the 
story to that little group under 
& brush arbor in West Texas, he 
began to weep. He turned to me 
and said, “Brother Rice, I did not 
have to buy as many shoes for 
the boys. And not a single one of 
the family got sick so we would 
have to have a doctor. Nearly every 
where I went to preach somebody 
fave me a ham, or a crate of 
Chickens. I remember one man 
brought a wagon load of corn and 
put it in my barn, saying he had 


more corn than he haqg veoss to 
store it, and he wondered if I 
might be able to use a load of 
corn to feed my buggy horse! An- 
other man gave me a big load of 
hay for my cow. The childrens’ 
clothes seemed to last longer. I 
gave my tithe month by month, 
and I found that $112.50 a month 
with God’s blessing goes further 
than $125 a month without God’s 
blessing. 


“And Brother Rice,” he con- 
tinued, “you know, I went through 
most of that year before I ever 
realized what a wicked, unbe- 
lieving sinner I was! I knew that 
Mr. H. Z. Duke had the money, I 
knew he would keep his promise. 
I knew that he woulg look after 
me if I found myself in need and 
should write him a note to say so. 
And trusting Mr. Duke, I was will- 
ing to begin to tithe. And then 
when the year was nearly over, I 
came to think one day that God 
had promised me the same thing in 
the Bible. He had said, ‘But seek 
ye first the kingdom of God and 
his righteousness and al] these 
things shall be added unto you.’ 
(Matt. 6:33). He had plainly said, 
‘Bring ye all the tithes into the 
storehouse, that there may be 
meat in mine house, and prove me 
now herewith, saith the Lord of 
hosts, if I will not open you the 
windows of heaven, and pour you 
out a blessing, that there shal] not 
be room enough to receive it’ 
(Mal. 3:10). God had said, ‘Give, 
and it shall be given unto you; 
good measure, pressed down, and 
shaken together, and running ov- 
er, shall men give into your bosom. 
For with the same that ye mete 
withal it shall be measured to you 
again’ (Luke 6:30). God promised 
that He would stand by me if I 
would give to Him my tithes and 
offerings. God promised that He 
would not leave me in a tight 
place if I would put his kingdom’s 
work first. But I believed Mr. 
Duke when I did not believe God! 
I was willing to depend on a poor 
frail man when I had not been 
willing to rest on the plain Word 
of God! 


“But since that time,” said this 
county missionary, “I have found 
that you can always trust God. I 
receive a somewhat larger salary 
now, but I have always found it 
pays to put God first. It pays to 
tithe. One really cannot afford 
to rob God and be under God’s 
curse. So the balance of my life, 
I have been trusting God and put- 
ting His business first and He has 
cared for me and my family. It 
pays to tithe.” 


That testimony of a county mis- 
sionary has warmed my heart 
many a time.

and others who would accept 
Christ. Ue even knew ahead of 
time the decision each one would 
make. And in His goodness and 
mercy, God determined that every 
ene who would accept Christ 
should one day be like Christ. This 
is plainly stated in Romans 8:29, 
“Kor whom he did foreknow, he 
also did predestinate to be con- 
formed to the image of his 5on, 
that he might be the firstborn 
among many brethren.” 

Every person who accepts 
Christ is predestined to become 
like Christ. But whether or not 
you accept Christ is a matter of 
your own deliberate choice. God 
does not predestinate anyone to be 
lost. 

2. Even the vilest may be saved. 

Nor are people unsaved because 
they have sinned so much that 
God will aot save them. I spoke 
with a man in Ft. Worth, Texas, 
who had killed another man and 
who was certain vod would never 
forgive a man whose sin had been 
su great. I spoke with a man in 
Brainerd, Minnesota, who told me 
of a great sin in his life that he 
felt would make it impossible for 
him to be saved. Many girls have 
gone into the scarlet sin and feel 
there is no hope for their souls. 
But the fact is, “This is a faith- 
ful saying, and worthy of all ac- 
ceptation, that Christ Jesus came 
into the world to save sinners; of 
whoi.. I am chief.” (1 Tim. 1:15). 
Christ died to save sinners! Jesus 
Himself said that well people had 
no need of a physician but those 
who were sick. He came, He said, 
to call the wicked people to re- 
pentance. In Isaiah 1:18 we read, 
“Come now, and let us reason to- 
gether, saith the Lord: though 
your sins be as scarlet, they shall 
be as white as snow; though they 
be red like crimson, they shall be 
as wool.” And in Hebrews 7:25 
we read that regardless. of one's 
degree of sinfulness, Christ ~~ able 
to save to the uttermost all who 
will come to Him. 


I spoke one morning in the 
South Dakota State Penitentiary, 
and thirteen convicts openly 
claimed Christ as their Saviour. 
After the service, I drove to a 
near-by city where I was enraged 
in a revival campaign, arriving 
in time to preach in the morning 
service. During the message, I 
told of the thirteen convicts and 
how they had so gladly turned to 
Christ. At the close of the serv- 
ice, an elderly couple came to me 
and timidly asked if they might 
see me in private. Of course I 
was glad to speak with them. After 
everyone else had left, we sat 
down on the last pew in the 
ehurch auditorium. I had sup- 
posed that the couple were hus- 
band and wife, but found instead 
that he was her son and was pre- 
maturely old. I asked them what 
they wanted to see me about, and 
the man said to me, “Mr. Rice, 
this morning you told of thirteen 
eonvicts who were saved in the 
penitentiary. What I want to 
know is this, do you honestly be- 
lieve they really and truly were 
saved? Will God save a con- 
vict ?” 

I assured him at once that if 
these men had sincerely turned 
from their sins to trust the Sav- 
jour, that there was no doubt but 
that they were actually saved. 
Putting his hand on my knee, he 
looked long and earnestly into my 
face, and then, with a trembling 
voice and eyes filled with tears, 
he said, “I have spent most of my 
life in the Leavenworth Peniten- 
tiary. And I deserved to be there. 
My life has been a wicked one. As 
I look back, I do not have one 
thing to be proud of. I have not 
long to live and so they turned 
me loose so I could come home 
and see my mother again before 
I die, Please tell me the truth, 
Mr. Rice, don’t lie to me—please 
tell me the truth—would God for- 
give even me of my sins? Could 
I be saved? Please don’t lie to 
me-——tell me the truth—is there 
any hope for me?” 

It stirred my heart, but * took 
him by the hand and said to him, 
“Upon my word of honor and with 
ell the sincerity of my heart, I 
gelj you God loves you. Christ 
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died for you. He is willing to 
save you and save you right now 
even before you leave this build- 
ing.” 

His mother nudged him for all 
the world as though he were only 
a little boy ana said to him, 
“That’s right! That’s right! Lis- 
ten to the preacher, Sonny, listen 
to the preacher!” And how he 
listened as I opened my Bible and 
showed him Scripture after Scrip- 
ture promising everlasting life for 
everyone who will trust the Sav- 
iour. [I told him of Saul who 
became Paul, the mighty apostle. 
I told him of Rahab, the harlot, 
who became Rahab, the pure. I 
told him of Zacchaeus, the thief, 
ot Peter who swore, of the woman 
taken in adultery, and of many 
other vile sinners whom Jesus 
saved. I will never forget how he 
prayed, confessing his sing and 
asking God to save him. Nor how 
happy he was when he left the 
building a saved man. 


One of the most blessed things 
about preaching the gospel is that 
I can honestly say to any man or 
woman or boy or girl with whom 
I come in contact, “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou’— 
no matter who you are, what your 
name.is, where you come from, or 
what your past has. been—*“shalt 
be saved.” If you are not a Chris- 
tion, it is because you are not 
willing to be saved; it is not be- 
cause God is not willing to save 


you, 


Why Men Are Unwilling to 
Be Saved 


The only reason any person is 
unsaved is because he is unwilling 
to be saved. There may be, how- 
ever, any number of reasons as to 
why he is unwilling. A.iways the 
reason is a cinful one. If you are 
unsaved it is because of sin. 

1. Sinful habits. 

Many a man is unsaved because 
of some habit that he feels he 
must give up in order to be saved. 
And yet, God would have us give 
up only the haw:ts that are harm- 
ful to us. Some habits are good 
and some are bad. It is only those 
that are detrimental mentally or 
physically or morally that God 
would have you break. A _ short 
time ago in a revival campaign, 
I spoke to a young man about 
being saved. He told me quite 
frankly that he was not willing to 
be saved because he liked a “stiff 
drink of whiskey and a big black 
cigar now and then.” He went on 
tc say that he felt God would want 
him to give these things up if he 
were going to be a Christian. 

Immediateiy I asked, “For 
whose sake does God want you to 
quit smoking and drinking? Does 
God want you to ‘stop drinking 
because He is afraid you will run 
over Him in your car? Does God 
want you to stop smoking because 
the cigar smoke naseates Him? 
Think, man, think! For whose 
sake does God want you to stop 
drinking and. smoking? Is God 
selfish in the matter or is it be- 


cause He loves you and your wife 
and the baby sleeping in your 
arms? Be honest—for whose sake 
does God want you to live a clean, 
sober life?” 


He did think! The next night 
he and his wife came forward to 
publicly claim Christ, 


Good neighbor, do not allow 
some silly, cheap, filthy habit to 
keep you from ‘Christ. It is not 
only wicked; it is foolish, It is 
doubly foolish for it will not only 
send your soul to Hell forever but 
will keep you from getting the 
most out of this life, 

2. Sinful pleasure. 

There are some people who are 
forever complaining about how 
much they must “give up” to be- 
come a Christian. If it is not 
some sinful habit, it may be a 
Sinful pleasure. It may be movies, 
it may be dancing, it may be neck- 
ing, or cards or gambling. To 
hear some people talk one would 
think that being a Christian is lit- 
tle better than being in prison or 
being hog-tied and hobbled. But 
the fact is, Jesus came, He said, 
“that ye might have lif: and have 
it more abundantly.” Real pleas- 
ure, real joy, comes only through 
Christ. It used to thrill my heart 
to hear Bill Stroh sing: 

“Time may tarnish earthly treas- 
ures, 

Take what I have loved before— 

Jesus gives abiding pleasures, 

Having Him, I want no more.” 

The things that are good, de- 
cent, wholesome, uplifting—things 
that go to make for real joy—the 
Lord nowhere so much as hints 


that He would have ug give them 
up. And anything that is vile, un- 
healthy, unclean, degrading, will 
not make for joy but for sorrow, 
Any person with a lick of common 
sense would give them up for his 
own betterment even if the Bible 
did not have a word to say about 
them,

asked her if I would be willing to 
remain after church for a discus- 
sion with them.

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others had left the auditorium, 
they stayed behind to discuss 
their problems with me. They 
told me how they taught in rural 
schools and that the only social 
outiet for them was the Friday 
and Saturday night community 
dances, Very earnestly one of the 
girls said to me, “Mr. Rice, we are 
young.

I neither laughed nor upbraided 
them, It was a very, very serious 
matter to them. They were try- 
ing to face their problem honest- 
ly. Very earnestly I discussed 
the problem with them. Would 
these community dances be bene- 
ficial to their health? Would it 
increase respect for them among 
their pupils? Would it increase 
their opportunities for better 
teaching positions? Would dances 
tend to help them morally—were 
the men with whom they danced 
the finest or the trashiest in the 
community? “You girls tell me 
you want to be with the young 
men and that is perfectly normal 
and right,” I told them, “but are 
these the kind of young men you 
want to marry? Do these young 
men respect you? Or do they 
make evil, adulterous suggestions 
to you?” The looks on _ their 
faces gave me my answer as I 
continued: “If a man is evil now, 
do you believe marriage would 
change him? Don’t you know 
that if he is wicked now and lusts 
after you, he would be the same 
with every other girl even though 
he were married to you? Is that 
the type of man you want to 
marry ?”

The devil would have you be- 
eve that one loses 
worthwhile in order to become a 
Christian, but nothing could be 
further from the truth.

Speaking to a Rotary Club in 
Alexandria, Minnesota, I _ said, 
“Men, when you come to the sun- 
down of life, and your sun is set- 
ting, #f you look back over your 
life and then forward beyond the 
sunset into the future, you are 
going to find that values have 
strangely changed. Many a thing 
that may mean ‘nuch to you to- 
day will have lost its luster, its 
attractiveness and its value. You 
will marvel then that you ever 
paid so high a price for dishon- 
esty, for drunkenness, for adul- 
tery; for all ungodliness. And if 
you look into the future, if it is to 
be a future without Christ and 
Heaven, you will marvel that you 
ket anything in the world hinder 
your becoming a Christian.” Any- 
thing im this world is far too ex- 
pensive if it costs you Christ! 

3. Sinful business. 

Ever so oft n a man will say 
to me, “You can’t be a Christian 
im my business.” 

My reply is always, “Then you 
@re a fool to remain in business.”’ 

Whether your job is that of a 
bartender, a theater operator, or 
a crooked cattle buyer, you are 
Playing the fool to remain in such 
@ business rather than become a 


something 


Christian. 

_ Judas Iscariot was not only 
wicked—he was a wicked fool! 
He was a lame-brain, a nit-wit- - 
just plain stupid! He was “penny 
wise and dollar foolish.” For thir- 
ty pieces of silver, approximately 
eighteen dollars in American 
money (Jamieson-Fausset-Brown) 
he sold out to the devil. Can you 
imagine a man spending eternity 
in Hell for eighteen dollars? Or 
eighteen thousand dollars! What 
a stupid, wicked fool! 


Salvation is a precious gift all 
the silver and gold in the world 
cannot buy. Will you forfeit it, 
then, for a few dollars? Or will 
you turn from dishonest gain to 
receive the Saviour? 

4. Sinful friends and loved ones. 

Perhaps nothing today keeps so 
many people from Christ as the 
fear of what others may say or 
think. Many a boy has felt a 
tug at his heart and has longed 
to be saved but hesitates at the 
thought of what the “fellows” 
would say to him about it. Many 
a girl, cunvicted of sin, has been 
hungry for Christ and forgiveness 
but puts off salvation lest her 
friends make catty remarks and 
she becomes ar object of ridicule. 


Many a man would long since 
have been saved had it not been 
for the reaction of “the boys” 
when he refused to drink or gam- 
ble with them. This is probably 
what Proverbs 29:25 means, “The 
fear of man bringeth a snare.” 
Fear of ridicule and loss of friend- 
shop has always been one cf Sa- 
tan’s strongest arguments to per- 
suade men and women to reject 
Christ. Jesus Himself lost many, 
many followers because of the 
“murmur” of the crowd. There 
were others of whom it was said, 
“They loved the praise of men 
more than the praise of God.” 

It is a pathetic thing that men 
will go to Hell because of the opin- 
ion of friends. It is doubly pa- 
thetic when one realizes that any 
person who would keep you from 
Christ is no friend of yours—he is 
your worst enemy! 

Time and time again in revival 
campaigns, we have known a wife 
or a husband who refused to ac- 
cept Christ until the companion 
would also be saved. Many a 
woman has felt it would be unwise 
to be a Christian unless her hus- 
band would also become a Chris- 
tian. This is not wise, it is fool- 
ish and wicked. 

God has more sense than you. 
If the Holy Spirit pleads with you 
to be saved, who are you to say, 
“God, you don’t understand my 
case. You are mistaken, It will 
be better if I wait until] my loved 
one is saved also.” You are op- 
enly rebellious against God. You 
are saying you know more than 
He. And you are on the road to 
Hell! 

It will not only mean your own 
salvation but you will have a 
much better chance of winning 
your loved ones if you are a Chris- 
tian. Time and time again we 
have seen a wife come to Christ 
without her husband, sometimes 
in the face of his scorn and ridi- 
cule, and many times we have 
known the husband to be saved 
within a few days because of her 
own changed life and her prayers. 
Please remember, the salvation of 
many others may depend upon 
your being saved. 

An outstanding young farmer 
in a Western community came to 
hear me preach night after night. 
He was a giant of a man, standing 
six feet, four inches tall and 
weighing close to three hundred 
pounds. He was extremely weal- 
thy. He and his father seemed to 
own half the community. He had 
a beautiful young wife and two lit- 
tle children, a boy and a girl, of 
whom he was very, very proud. 

Although his wife was an earn- 
est Christian who played the piano 
during the campaign and prayed 
for him daily, he was unsaved. 
The love of money, evil habits, 
lustful pleasures and wicked com- 
panions kept him from Christ. He 
seemed to like me, gave gener- 
ously of his money, but refused 
to be saved. 

Then one night after church he 
invited me to. go home with him 
to see some moving pictures he 
had taken of his family, and al- 
though I was dog-tired from visit- 


ing all. day, I eagerly | accepted. 


— 


They put the kiddies to bed, grve 
me a glass of milk and a sand- 
wich and began showing me pic- 
tures. I saw “the wolf we canght 
on the South Forty,” “my brother, 
Tom, who is in the army,” “Pa, 
on his favorite tractor,” “Jim, Jun- 
ior, before he could walk,” tc. It 
was past 1:00 a. m. when the sup- 
ply was finally exhausted and. I 
left. 


Jim, bareheaded and in his shirt 
sleeves, walked to the car with 
me, Before driving away, I turn- 
ed to him and said, “God has been 
good to give you such a wonderful 
family; such a lovely wife and fine 
kiddies. I am sorry you do not 
love them more and are not more 
concerned about their future.” 


“What do you mean,” he boom- 
ed. “I love my wife and kids with 
ali my heart! Why, everything I 
have is for them. I am going to 
send my girl to the finest finish- 
ing scheol in America, my boy to 
the best University. They can 
travel or I'll set them up in busi- 
ness or do anything to make them 
happy. They mean everything to 
me. I love them better than any- 
thing in the world,” 

“No, Jim,” I said, “you love 
your sins more than anything in 
the world. You say you love your 
wife, but she is concerned and 
burdened about your soul’s salva- 
tion and you take it lightly. You 
say you love your children and 
will buy them cars and farms and 
education—but you aren’t willing 
to help them get to Heaven! You 
love your sins more than you love 
them.” 

With that I drove out of the 
yard. As I turned onto the high- 
way, I looked back and saw him 
—a bareheaded giant in_s shirt 
sleeves—-standing motionless in 
the snow....
